A Prayer For Chicago. 


(It became inevitable that Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. would return to Chicago to lead a nonviolent move- | 
ment. And to his close associates, this became evident in 
the late afternoon of July 26, 1965, when the sun fell) 
behind the concrete canyons surrounding City Hall. Dr.. 
Kine delivered this prayer from a truck bed in the pres- 
ence of 30,00 Omarchers and hundreds of others who 
listen*1 from office building windows.) 
_. Eternal God, our Father, Thou whose wisdom hath | 
created us, Thou whose eternity doth overarch our days 
and whose love doth undergird our lives. We thank Thee 
that out of the turmoil of man’s struggle for justice and 
human dignity, Thou hast fashioned for our time and our 
nation a creative and redemptive nonviolent movement. 
Our. hearts rejoice when we think of the sometimes 
dangerous but often triumphant journey we have made 
alon: this path in recent years. Through the nonviolent 
movement, Thou has taught us anew that Thy kingdom 
shall come ;indeed Thou hast taught us to work and pray 
for its coming. 
We thank Thee that today in Chicago we stand at the 
gate of a new understanding of the dimensions and depth 
‘of our struggle with racial injustice in this country; di- 
mensions not limited by geographic boundaries or ade- 
quately addressed by civil rights laws; dimensions clearly 
symbolized by deplorable conditions in schools, housing, 
and employment in this great city. | 
We pause therefore to pray earnestly and fervently , 
for Chicago, a beautiful city, set so impressively by the 
= -- majestic waters of Lake Michigan, which now finds itself 
in the throes of a momentous social revolution. The non- 
white citizens of this city for years have walked through 
the darkness of racial segregation and a nagging sense of 
nobodiness, have now seen a great light, and with a sub- 
lime scorn for risk and danger they are moving for the 
bright morning of freedom and human dignity. 

__ Grnat, oh God, that the political leaders of this city 
will respond to the legitimate discontent and rising ex- 
pectations of these people with creative and imaginative 
programs which wil lrectify the injustices of the past. In 
these rather turbulent days when the problems of our big 
cities are gigantic in extent and chaotic in detail, instill 
the leaders of Chicago with broad understapding, pene- 
trating visions, and unswerving dedication to the princi-| 
ples of freedom and justice. Help them to see that unless 
socially constructive dams are built to improve the lives 
of the disinherited children of God, the deep tides of 
ageny and frustration within the Negro community will

Divine love is the charmed 
circle that we may draw around 
every seeming obstacle and 
limitation. -Pray, knowing: “I 
am ohe with the Father and one 
with all men in the spiritual 
unity: of love. The truth of this 
statement is my spiritual visa, 
my divine passport and guaran- 
tee, opening all doors before me. 
Wherever I go ,in silent prayer 
and sincere blessing I present 
the credentials of a child of God 
and am kindly and courteously 
received.” 

Making decisions is truly a 
matter for prayer.
